Washington, April 13.—(Special.)—The 
republicans in caucus this morning decided 
in favor of pushing the investigation of the 
charges against Senator Roach. During 
the session of the senate Senator Chandler 
took the floor to make a speech on the ques- 
tion, but upon a suggestion from Senator 
Gorman, decided to postpone his speech until 
tomorrow. In the meantime the democrats 
will decide upon what action they will take 
in the matter. 

From the stand taken by the republicans 
and the determination upon the part of 
Senators Chandler and Hoar, is seems that 
the only possible way to prevent a wrangle 
and some sensational exposures in the sen- 
ate in regard to the past records of several 
members of that body, will be a very early 
adjournment. The democrats are deter- 
mined if the republicans push this Roach 
matter, to investigate other charges and 
when a general investigation is commenced 
there will be some very sensational devel- 
opments, which, while they are known to 
‘many here in Washington, happen not to 
be public property to Town Topic and The 
Police Gazette. Some of the developments 
may prove sweet morsels.

SHORT SESSIONS OF THE SENATE. 


A Memorial in Regard to the Election of 
Martin of Kansas. 


Washington, April 13.—The senate was in 
session for only an hour today and manssy 
half of that time was spent behind clos 
doors. Before going into executive session a 
memorial from seventy-seven members of 
the Kansas legislature was presented by Mr. 
Sherman, and was referred to the commit- 
tee on privileges and elections, declaring that 
Mr. Martin’s election as senator had been 
effected by a legislature, ten of whose mem- 
bers had not held certificates.of election, and 
that Mr. Ady had been legally and fairly 
elected as senator. 

The resolntion reported yesterday from the 
committee on privileges and elections for the 
investigation of that question came up again 
today, but was,_on objection of Mr. Harris, 
laid over until tomorrow. The motion for an 
executive session was represented by the 
republicans and the yeas and.nays were de- 
manded on the republican side and were 


taken. After the names of these voting were 


read, but before the result was announced, 
Mr. Hoar remarked that several democratic 
senators had voted (undoubtedly by inad- 
vertence) who were supposed to have been 
paired with republican senators. e same 
thing, he said, had occurr@i day _ before 
yesterday. He supposed that they had re- 
served the right to vote so as to make a 
quorum, but that was not necessary now, 
as there were ten or twenty sanators voting 
beyond the number constituting a quorum— 
forty-three. 


BEHRING SEA ARBITRATION. 


Mr. Carter Continues the Presentation of the 
American Side. 

Paris, April 13.—Upon the resumption of 
the sitting of the Behring sea court of arbi- 
tration today Mr. James C. Carter contin- 
ued the presentation of the American side 
of the case commenced yesterday. He read 
letters bearing upon the question at issue, 
sent by Mr. Blaine when secretary of state 
to Sir Julian Voncefote, the British minister 
at Washington, and commented upon them. 

At this point Senator John L. Morgan, 
one of the arbitrators on the part of the 
United States, inquired whether Canada 
had approved the draft of a convention be- 
fore Lord Salisbury had made his suggestion 
relative to a ten mile limit. question 
was left to discussion, in which Mr. Carter, 
Sir Charles Russell. of counsel for Great 
Britain, Sir John Thompson, of Canada, 
one of the arbitrators aud Senator Morgan, 
took part. 

GENERAL WASHINGTON GOSSIP. 
Watching the Chinese—The Wild West Show 
at the World’s Fair, Ete. ows 

Washington, April 13.—The treasury/de 
partment was advised this evening (that 
six hundred and fifty-seven Chinamen had 
arrived at Victoria, B. C., on the steamer 
Empress of Japan, direct from Chinese 
ports. These Chinamen are all] destined for 
the United States. The steamer Mogul 
also arrived today at Tacoma, Wash., hav- 
ing on board one hundred and fifty-nine 
Chinamen, one hundrdd ad forty-seven of 
whom claimed to be Chinese merchants and 
entitled to land. Assistant Secretary 
Spaulding sent telegraphic instructions to 
the treasury ‘officials at the Pacific ports to 
exercise the utmost care to prevent the law 
from being violated. 

Secretary Gresham said this afternoon 
that the action of Minister Dgan, in afford- 
ing an asylum to two of the revolutionists 
in Chile, who had returned to Santiago 
was the subject of correspondence by the 
departmet of state, but in the absence 
of full information of all the facts in the 
case, there was nothing that he could say 
regarding the matter. Until that is se 
cured, the instructions for the guidance of 
Mr. Egan will be withheld from the pub- 
ic.

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DEAD BY SCORES. 


The Latest from the Storm-Wrecked 
Section, 


REPORTS GROW WORSE AS RECEIVED: 


Destruction to Property Heavier 
Than Thought, 


AND THE LOSS OF LIFE APPALLING. 


Some Towns Completely Ruined — Ypsi- 
lanti, Mich., Is a Pile of Debris. 
Incidents of the Storm. 


Memphis, Tenn., April 13.—It is hardly 
possible to exaggerate the havoc made by 
the cyclone and fire at Robinsonville yester- 
day. There are parts of two houses and‘a 

water tank stil] standing, and everything 
else wag razed to the ground, and most of 
it burned. The number of killed, so far as 
can be ascertained by a census of the bodies 
found, is seventeen, one white and sixteen 
colored, and about ten injured—two so se- 
riously thatthey are expected to die. Fol- 
lowing is the list of killed: 

Mrs, Emma Lusk, wife of the night tel- 
egraph operator; Rev. R. R. Shipp, of 
Olive Branch, Miss.; Isaac Chapman, Ben 
Ray and mother, Annie Speigh, an infant; 
three children of Manuel Murray, Jerry 
Taylor’s infant, William Warren, Maria 
Smith, four unknown. 

The wounded whites are: A.M. McCor- 
mick and Holmes Heron, internally and 
probably mortally; J. E. McNeely, two 
ribs broken; Miss Ada Scott, severe scalp 
wound; Mrs, W. B. Morley, two fingers 
mashed off; W. B. Morley, bruised; B. 
R. Scott, scalp wounds; Dr. N. Shaw, 
bruised; Mrs. C. M. Foster, right arm 
broken; Oscar Kline, aged seven, bruised; 
Dr. S. V. Taylor’s two children bruised; 
R. A. McNeely, finger broken. 

Probably a hundred negroes received 
slight injuries, but none of them will die. 
Incidents of the Storm. 

Some of the curious features of the storm 
were the experiences‘of Mr. J. L. Ellis- 
ton, who had a.38 caliber Smith & Wesson 
pistol] blown out of his rear pants pocket 
without suffering any injury, and a man by 
the name of McCormick, who was listening 
to a story being told by Elliston, was hit 
in the breast by a barrel of flour that was 
flying through the air and fatally injured. 
Mrs, Emma Lusk, the only white person 
killed outright, was the wife of the night 
operator. She and her two children and 
her husband, who was at home, were in 
their house when the cyclone struck it. 
None of them got out, but Mr. Lusk and 
the children were unhurt. The children 
were carried some distance by the wind, 

and were naked when found. 

The colored preacher Shipp was crushed 

» to death. 

Isanc Chapman was caught in the ruins 
of his house and burned with three other 
negroes who are among the unknown, 
The odor of the four charred bodies was 
plainly’ discerned this morning. One of 
the unknown dead was an old negress, her 
body being found in an open field today. 
It had apparently been borne there by the 
wind and dropped, for fhere was an indenta- 
tion where it fell. 

The dead with the exception of Mrs. 
Lusk, who has been prepared for shipment 
to Vincennes, Ind., for interment, are dis- 
tributed about in negro cabins north of the 
town and will be buried tomorrow. 

The wounded who have not been sent to 
Memphis, Tunica or Lake Cormorant, 
are quartered in the two houses 
still standing, and Mrs. McCormick and 
Herron, both of whom are injured internal- 
ly, are expected to die within twenty-four 
hours. They are too badly hurt to bear 
removal and there are no conveniences for 
their treatment where they are. The other 
wounded will recover, most of them being 
out today. 

The property loss will reach $100,000. 

Description of the Cyclone. 

The storm struck at 4:10 o’clock yester- 
day evening. Two clouds, one from the 
west and one from the east, met and then 
began the rotary motion, peculiar to the 
cyciona. Everything the whirl- 
wind touched gave way. Trees 
several feet in diameter were 
spapped like reeds, and substantially built 
houses were crushed like eggshells. The 
path of the cyclone was about 600 yards 
wide and extended from the river seven 
miles west of Robinsonville, to the hills 
seven miles east of this town. 
started from a stove in a Chinese laundry. 
Despite that, it rained all night and all of 
today without cessation, the ruins are still 
blazing. 

The people of the town passed @ terrible 
hight. The women and_ children were 
crowded in the houses left standing and the 
men gtood out in the rain. The women 
and children have all been sent away today 
and there are men only around the ruins of 
the place.

Ruins at Ypsilanti. 

Ypsilanti, Mich., April 13.—This city to- 
day is in a lamentable condition and bas- 
iness is suspended owing to the havoc caus- 
ed by last night’s rainstorm. Almost all 
of the principal block—stores, the opera 
house, postoffice, hotel and several dwell- 
ings— were either demolished or badly dam- 
aged. Houses were lifted from their founda- 
tions, buildings were unroofed and walls 
tumbled into the streets, a mass of ruins. 
In some places the debris is piled fifteen 
feet high. All the electric light and other 
wires are blown down and tonight the city 
is in darkness. ‘The heavy rain that fol- 
lowed the storm added largely to the dam- 
age of the stocks of goods left exposed in 
the wrecked stores. The most remarkable 
thing in connection with the storm is the 
lack of fatal, or even serious accidents. 
There were many narrow escapes. So fer 
as known, not a life will be lost as a result 
of the storm. Roughly estimated, the total 
loss is between $100,000 and $150,000. 

At Uther Michigan Points. 

Reports from different sections of Michi- 
gan, shows that the storm of last night 
night prevailed all over the southern por- 
tion of the state, leaving destruction and 
death in its wake. It was most severe in 
the southwestern portion where most of the 
damage was done and several lives lost. 
The principal towns that suffered from the 
storm were Ypsilanti, whose business sec- 
tion was almost entirely destroyed, and Rea, 
where many buildings wrecked.

were broken down and trees uprooted. 
Many head of stock were also killed. 
Casualties in Missouri. 

St. Louis, Mo., April 13—Though two 
nights and a day have passed since the cy- 
clone tore its way through Missoufi, from 


southwest to northwest, the reports of dam-“ 


age and loss of life are still coming in. The 
towns which suffered most are comparative 
ly small and nearly all located in the north- 
western part of the state on a strip lying 
to the southeast of Kansas City. 

A summary of the casualties shows the 
following result, the list of dead and ix 
jured corrected to the best possible extent: 

At Hawkins Bank—A man dead with a 
baby in his arms; Andrew Day, dead Mrs.

Cap- 

tain Raoul came on to Atlanta being on 

his way to Mexico to look after the Mexi- 

can National of which he is president. 

At the meeting he stated the committee's 
reasons in about this language: 

‘It would be difficult to go in detail 
through the processe3 of thought and the 
line of discussion traveled by the commit- 
tee in a ten days’ in vestigation and dis- 
cussion of the matter. r will, how 
ever, endeavor to state briefly an out- 
line of the chief consideration that in- 
fluenced us. As stated in the report, the 
stockholders tried to choose one of the 
two possible courses—accept the securities 
offered by the reorganization plan for the 
Southwestern stock or take possession of 
and operate their own road. The commit- 
tee conceived it to be its ra to recommend 
the course that would, in its udgment, most 
quickly restore values. The reorganization 
plan proposes a 4 per cent bonded debt up- 
on its whole system of $40,000,000; 3 per 
cent preferred stock, 25,000,000, common 
stock, $25,000,000. It will require net 
earnings of $1, per year 
to meet its interest on the bonds and a net 
earning of $2,350,000 to meet interest on, 
bonds and di¥idends of 3 per cent on the pre- 
ferred stock.

AND 80 DO ALL WHO HAVE SEEN HIM. 


A Printed Copy of the Heward Offered for 
Rich Found in the Prisoner’s 
Pocket—W hat He Says. 


Waycross, Ga., April 13.—(Special.)— 
Ed Lowrie and T. M. Cooksey, who have 
been operating several moonshine stills in 
Coffee county for several months, were run 
down and captured last night at Nineteen 
Mile Creek, Ga., by United States mar- 
ehals and brought here this mornin g. They 
were found at a moonshine still in the 
creek, where they were operatin the still. 
Several barrels of whisky were found. The 
men both resisted arrest and ran for more 
than a mile, when they halted and per- 
mitted the handcuffs to be fastened on. No 
information concerning other stills could be 
secured from them. They are both despe- 
rate men. Lowrie answers the description 
of the desperado, Rich Lowrie, who as- 
saulted Mr. Forsythe at Empire Mills, Ga., 
one night last year. He was very nervous 
when approached by a Constitution corre- 
spondent, and would not talk. When it 
was whispered around that Rich Lowrie, 
alias Ed Lowrie, the murderer of Forsythe 
was at the Phoenix hotel quite a crow 
called to a; ge and it cegalet uite Ps 
sensation. The prisoners were taken 
Savannah on train No. 14 by Deputy Mar- 
shals Gordy, Thomas and Mosely and will 
be delivered to the United States authori- 
ties. 

Talk with the Prisoner. 

Savannah, Ga., April 13.—(Special.)—Ed- 
ward Lowry, a half-breed Indian, and T. 
M. Cooksey, a young countryman, are in 
jail here on the charge of operating an il- 
licit distillery in Coffee county. The prisoners 
were arrested near Douglas last night and 
brought here today. They were given @ par- 
tial preliminary hearing this afternoon before 
Commissioner Seabrook and committed to 
jail pending the continuance of the hearing 
this afternoon. The people of Waycross 
claim that Lowry is the famous  out- 
law Rich Lowry, who killed Captain J. 
C. Forsyth at Normandale, October 7, 1890, 
for which conspiracy Lawyer Luther A. 
Hall, Wright Lancaster, John Lancaster, 
James Clements and Lewis Knight are now 
serving life sentences in Columbus, O., pen- 
itentiary. There aré strong reasons for be- 
lieving that theory is correct in view of 
Lowry’s actions, his appearance and things 
found upon his person. 1t will be remermber- 
ed that Rich wry was described as a 
North Carolinian half-breed Indian and 
half negro. The prisoner in jail here now ad- 
mits being from North Carolina and of the 
same race. He even went so far as to say 
he and Rich Lowry were brothers, but later 
denied this statement. In an old memoran- 
dum book found in Lowry’s pocket, was a 
printed copy of $1,750 reward and a descrip- 
tion of Rich Lowry sent out by the govern- 
ment. The paper has been so long in the 
prisoner’s possession that it is torn in four 
parts from the folding. When asked why he 
carried the copy of _the reward with him 
Lowry laughed and answered: “Guess a 
man can carry what he likes, can’t he?’ 

When questioned about the Normandale 
murder Lowry’s blue eyes twinkled as he 
answered: 

“If you think I am Rich Lowry, 
ought to be able to get a good reward. T ey 
say I look like him. Maybe I am hie brother.” 

He is believed by all who have seen him 
to be the famous murderer.

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men About Their Uniforms, 
CONTRACT TAKEN FROM HIRSCH BROS. 


The Two Bids for Making the Uniforms 
Laid Before the Patrolmen—Ac- 
tion of the Board Yesterday. 


| The great hullabaloo raised by the dis- 
satisfied ones over the giving of the con- 
tract for the summer police uniforms to 
Hirsch Bros. had its inevitable sequence 
yesterday in the withdrawal by the board 
of police commissioners of the contract 
from that firm. 

Since the bid of Hirsch Bros. was ac- 
cepted by the police board on last Monday 
there hag been more or less talk of an un- 
favorable nature about the transaction. 
This talk was mostly due to the fact that 
the bid accepted was $3.75 per suit more 
than a bid made by the Henderson-Ames 
Company, of Kalamazoo, Mich., a firm cel- 
ebrated for its military and pclice uniforms. 

In' a quiet way members of the police 
force began to voice their dissatisfaction 
that a bid of so muc ore than the one 
made by the Kalama firm had been ac- 
cepted. ‘They had to pay for the blue 
suits and were more deeply interested than 
any one else as to what they should cost. 
They professed themselves unable to see 
where such @ great difference in the cost 
of the same suits of clothing came in. 

Outsiders, too, took up the matter, and 
for three or four days past police circles 
have been alive with gossip favorable and 
otherwise to the contract let out by the 
board. The policemen were not in a posi- 
tion, they thought, to talk openly about the 
matter, and what few expressions escapea 
them were made on the dead “g. t.” Yes- 
terday morning, howver, they decided 
upon starting a petition among the men 
with a view to getting the contract changed 
60 that the uniforms would cost no more 
than the lowest bid proposed. It was 
stated that such a petition was prepared 
and would have been put into circulation 
yesterday afternoon had not the board of 

lice commissioners forestalled such action 

y deciding among themselves to withdraw 
the bid and refer the matter for settlement 
to the policemen. 

Just before noon yesterday Dr. R. D. 
Spalding, chairman pro tem. of the board, 
called the commissioners together, in the 
absence of Chairman Inglish, and took 
steps to rectify the impression that had 
goue forth. Chief Connolly was called in, 
as was also Mr. Joseph Hirsch. The 
comment in regard to the matter was re- 
ferred to by the commissioners, and each 
man present stated for himself that he was 
unwilling to rest’ under the imputation so 
freély made that the policemen were being 
forced by the board to pay a much larger 
price for uniforms than was necessary. 

It was decided after some discussion to 
withdraw the contract from Hirsch Bro. 
altogether, and place the matter of selectilfg 
a firm with the policemen themselves. A 
paper was drawn up for the signatures of 
the patrolmen, expressing their preference 
between the two firms bidding. The docu- 
ment read:. “Without any coercion or per- 
suasion, or the use of any power or au- 
thority on the part of any member of the 
board in allowing us full and complete dis- 
cretion in a the firm to make eur 
sulinmer uniforms for 1893, we, the under- 
“— vote as follows:’’ 

Mr. Joseph Hirsch, who was present, was 
perfectly willing that this method be 
adopted to settle all dispute about the mat- 
ter. Hie stated that he did not desire the 
contract if the members of the police force 
did not wish him to have it. 

The paper was turned over to Chief Con- 
nolly with instructions to submit it to the 
men and get their signatures for one firm 
or the other at once. The chief presented 
the paper to the evening watch going on duty 
and the day watch coming off duty yester- 
day afternoon. He recited the cireum- 
stauces, and told the men to vote as they 
felt. Out of the two watches, only five 
men voted against Hirsch Bros. It is not 
likely that above a dozen men will be found 
in the department who will vote against the 
action of the commissioners. The men 
have already had their measures taken and 
do not want to be further troubled about 
the matter. 

Today the paper with the signatures of 
'the entire patrol force will be turned over 
to Acting Chairman Spalding, of the board 
of commissioners. And it is more than like 
ly that the contract will be awarded for 

e second time to Hirsch Bros. 

Hirsch Bros. had taken the measures 
of the entire force and were ready to for- 
ward the measurements to New York when 
the commissioners called a halt yesterday 
morning. 

Considerable galk about Mr. Hirsch bein 
a member of council and therefore debarrec 
from entering into a contract of any kind 
with the city, has called from that gentle- 
man the statement that he does not keep 
vosted of the movements of the firm of 
dirsch Bros., although a member of it.

The trouble with the few critics who 
are endeavoring to make it appear that 
The Constitution is unfriendly to the 
administration, is that they are making 
a desperate effort to figure forth as the 
Cleveland.

Some Reasons Why. 

The National Spectator propounds 
the following query, which has been 
going the rounds of the press: 

Can you figure out why the big corporations 
and millionaires are getting rich rapidly dur- 
ing these hard times, while the small business 
man and farmer and laborer are getting poor- 
er? Try it and see where your reasoning will 
land you. 

There are a good many reasons why 
the conditions referred to exist, some 
of the most prominent of which are as 
follows: 

1. Because the money circulation of 
the country is contracting instead of ex- 
panding, and the measure of the con- 
traction is the weight of the increased 
burden of those who are, unfortunately, 
lacking in capital. The rich grow rich- 
er as the currency contracts, and the 
poor grow accordingly poorer. 

2. Because the taxing power of the 
government is not applied in proportion 
to the property held by the taxpayer. 
For instance, there are many men in 
this country receiving annual incomes 
from capitals of one or more millions, 
who pay less taxes to the support of 
the government than men with modest 
business or farming investments of 
$10,000 or less. The income tax is the 
solution of this question. 

3. Because the money circulation of 
the country is entirely ina@equate to 
meet the business demands and until 
something is done to relieve the strain 
occasioned by this condition we need 
not expect the return of national pros- 
perity, and our business men, railroads, 
and farmers might as well accept the 
present depressed condition as a perma- 
nency. 

The farmers have less money now 
than they have had in twenty years, 
and they are actually pressed for their 
domestic necessities. This reacts on 
the merchant, on the railroads, and on 
business generally. When the farmers 
are in a prosperous condition they spend 
money with the merchants, with the 
railroads, and with the manufacturers. 
As things now are, their expenditures 
are necessarily curtailed and the result 
is, the merchants feel the effect of the 
hard times in bad collections, the rail- 
road record shows a tremendous de- 
crease in business, and the manufactu- 
rers are making goods that they cannot 
exchange for cash. Two-thirds of the 
railroad mileage of Georgia is in the 
hands of receivers, and the railroad 
people are openly declaring that they 
are not making more than enough :mon- 
ey to pay operating expenses. 

What will be the termination of this 
condition of affairs? : 

It all rests with the people and the 
people are going to be heard from. The 
democratic party has now the opportu- 
nity of its life, and if it redeems its 
campaign pledges the evils complained 
of will be remedied. 

It is not only the duty of the farmer, 
but as much the duty of the merchant, 
the railroad man, and the manufacturer 
to see that the burdens which the peo- 
ple now béar are lifted by the hand of 
remedial legisation or, at least, that an 
honest effort be made to have it so.

The Central Railroad of Georgia 
seems to be gradually fighting its way 
to clearer skies and better times. What 
this property has been able to stand in 
the past few years is evidence of its 
great worth and intrinsic value.

3. The ownership of the 42,000 shares 
reorganized the road when they pur- 
chased the stock. The result has been 
almost fatal to the company. Then 
what are the other stockholders and 
junior security holders \to expect. if 
they are turned over to the tender mer- 
cies of the holders of this stock? If 
they did not fear that the reorganiza- 
tion scheme now proposed would, go 
through, why are they fighting it so 
vigorously ? : 

These are questions to be considered 
well and when considered should be 
acted on promptly. 

One thing is certain, 
peat it that we may emphasize it. 
If the reorganization scheme now 
proposed by the Hollins committee fails 
the stock and debentures and other 
junior securities will be utterly worth- 
less. If it is suecessful and all parties 
carry it out faithfully, these properties 
will be worth a great deal more than 
at present, and in time will reach par 
value if proper. management is con- 
tinued. 

As to the Southwestern stockholders, 
we never had a doubt they would take 
the course they have. It was the only 
safe line to pursue, and the holders of 
this stock are among our most experi- 
enced and conservative property hold- 
ers. 

The longer this property is kept in 
litigation the greater the loss will be 
to the stockholders.

The dispatch 
concluded with the request that if the mar- 
shals were under arrest that proceedings 
be suspended. 

A little later another telegram was sent 
saying that the court here had no disposi- 
tion to do anything that was not fair and 
right and would not do anything not in har- 
mony with the comity which should exist 
between courts. 

The state court complained that one of 
the deputy marshals had spoken disrespect- 
fully of the court and had declared that he 
would not pay any attention to the orders 
of the state court. Directly after that a 
message was sent ahead to have the dep 
uty marshals arrested with their prisoners, 
and this was done. : 

The officers of both courts feel aggrieved. 
Sheriff Hewitt, of Carroll, overhauled the 
deputy marshals and carried them back to 
the county seat. 

Brooks and Wright, the two men who are 
wanted here, are mixed up with the white 
cap cases in Carroll.

Now, that nearly all of the 
railroads of the state are in the hands of 
receivers it is easy to fancy the trouble that 
the comptroller general is having getting the 
tax money out of them. 

Govemor Northen is making frequent 
Visits to different regions of the state to 
speak in behalf of the educational interests 
of the state. He has made it a point all 
along to preach in favor of educating the 
masses. He is an old school teacher himself 
and feels an unspeakable interest in the edu- 
cational department of the state.

They Wanted to Lynch a Negro Who 
Had Shot Another. . 


A THOUSAND EXCITED, YELLING NEGROES 


Pursue a Boy Who Shot His Comrade. 
“Kill Him! Kill Him!’’ They Shriek- 
ed—-The W ounded Negro. 


Zach Zimmons, & seventeen-year-old youth 
of ginger-cake hue and vicious tendencies, 
put a bullet into the back of his comrade, 
Will Lee, ran for half a mile, was caught, 
collected an excited mob of perhaps 1,000 
hegroes around him, and came within a 
hair’s breath of figuring in a lynching bee 
on a principal street of the city yesterday 
afternoon about 3:30 o'clock. 

The big racket was all on account of a 
game of baseball, and the merits of that 
game may figure’ in a murder trial in the 
Fulton county superior court, as upon the 
justice of the action of the two principals 
in the shooting affray in regard to the dis- 
puted point in the game, the whole ease 
hinges. 

On Houston street near the foot of But- 
ler street is a vacant lot on which boys con- 
gregate and play ball. Yesterday there was 
a big crowd of negro youths on the lot, play- 
ing. A goodly number of spectators were 
there also looking on. It appears that a 
dispute arose about some point in the game 
between Ed Warden and Zach Simmons. 
Hot words ensued, and finally the 
youths resorted to a battle with rocks to 
settle the dispute. Warden was supported 
on his side by Will Lee, a small negro about 
seventeen years old, while Simmons alone 
shied stones at his tWo opponents, the crowd 
looking ou. 

Stones whistled “through the air at a 
frightful rate for a few minutes, and sever- 
al of them passed in dangerous proximity 
to the heads of the two combatants. 

Without a word of warning, Simmons, 
tired of throwing rocks at his enemies, 
Whipped out a big pistol and pointing it at 
his oppouents, fired. ‘Lhe interested specta- 
tors fled out of the range of danger in great 
Coutusioh, Simmons ruised the pistol the 
secoud time and again tired.

In a 
marvelously short time a great throng gath- 
ered. ‘They swarmed upon the scene from 
every direction and all seemed to be under 
the spell of excitement. 

“Kill him, kill him,” the crowd contin- 
ued to yell, “he’s just killed a boy!” ‘The 
lack of a leader for the crowd saved the 
trembling negro’s neck. He shivered and 
quaked with fear, expecting each moment 
to be set upon by the mob and literally torn 
to pieces. . 

A number of men gathered the prisoner 
and started toward Houston street with 
him the crowd following noisily. A tele 
phone message was sent to police headquart- 
ers and Callman Beavers went out to the 
place as quickiy as he could. 

“When I got there,’ said the officer last 
night, “there must have been 1,000 negroes 
around the prisoner. They were yelling ‘kill 
him, kill him!’ and it seemed as if they were 
just waiting for some one to make a‘start. 
] have never seen such an excited mob of 
howling negroes.” 

The boy Simmons was glad to ride to 
police headquarters to escape the mob. 
He denied having shot the boy Lee and said 
that he was fired upon by Warden.

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Opinion of a Chinaman. 


Editor Constifution—I am a reader of your 
great paper, and having observed somewhat of 
its Commanding influence on both national and 
State questions, would beg a small space in 
ee! one to call attention, particularly at 
yoo cal juncture in the history of the 

rican government, ‘to one or two matters 
of grave international concern. 

First. The character and qualifications of 
the men to be appointed as minister at Pekin, 
consul general at Shanghai and consuls at 
the respective treaty ports in China. I have 
known personally nearly every officer sent to 
China by this government during the last 
thirty years, and I now wish to record it as 
my conviction that the present administration 
should be urged to appoint only mature, ex- 
perienced, moral, or better still, Christian 
men, to represent it in that country. The 
appointments of Mr. Cleveland during his 
former administration were admirable, being 
for the most part just such men as above in- 
dicated. I need pot attempt any argument as 
to the wisdom of such a course, further than 
to state that it is hardly possible for any 
other class to wortbily sustain or maintain 
the character and dignity of this Christian. 
country in the face of that great heathen 
nation, or commend itself to the confidence of 
by far the largest part of America’s citizen- 
ship resident there. The suggestion I wish 
to make, therefore, is this: That the qualifi- 
cations of the applicants being otherwise 
equal, only men of enlightened moral or Chris- 
tian character be chosen. It is certainly not 
desirable to have a consul general or a minister 
who can “see no difference betwe2n Buddhism 
and Christianity.’’ 

Second. The imminence of the Chinese ex- 
clusion act. America and not Ch®ma is re- 
sponsible for the complications now threaten- 
ing, and it is for the present administration 
to arrive at a more comprehensive understand- 
ing of this whole subject and formulate some 
better system as a basis of international in- 
tercourse with China. Let it once for all be 
understood, that China makes no demands 
whatsoever on America, that emigration 
from America to China or naturalization there 
is never for a moment thought of, nor would 
either be granted if asked for, nor on the other 
hand is there such a thing as immigration from 
China to America, nor is naturalization, ex- 
cept in rare cases, even thought of by indi- 
viduals. The Chinese come here as Americans 
go there for temporary residence only while 
they engage in business. The only question, 
therefore, is as to whether the Chinese here 
like Americans in China shall be restricted to 
certain trade centers (ports of entry), and the 
intercourse between China and America be 
placed on the same basis as intercourse be- 
tween America and China in the recognized 
treaty ports. or continue to be what it is now, 
a grievous blunder, full of complication and 
mischief. : 

The solution of this whole question is one 
of the easiest and most obvious ever presented 
to diplomacy. and that it has not long since 
been saticfactorily dealt with is one of the 
mysteries of American politics. What I have 
to suggest. therefore. is easy enough. That 
America reduce the whole question to one of 
simple commercial intercourse, and grant to 
China here all she grants to Americans there, 
to-wit: liberty to trade at certain ports, with 
right of residence, etc.. at the same, while her 
literati and students have the same liberties 
here as missionaries are accorded in China.

A small failure with 
liabilities of £3,000 increased the process of liquidation, 
and Liverpoo! closes barely steady at 3-64d below the 
prices of yesterday. These are again the lowest prices 
on thiscrop. The temper of the market continues to 
be very bearish, especially for southern account, and 
it is noted that the same operators who were en- 
thusiastic bulls at 10c have now been converted, and 
are now pessimistic beans at 80 a pound, Predictions 
from New Orleans as to the probability of the next 
crop selling at 6440 for November and December deliv- 
ery are freely made with the effect of adding to the 
general weakness. The American operators who have 
been short in Liverpool! bought cotton today, believing 
that prices have reached a point where they were again 
justified in owning some cotton. So long as this pres- 
sure continues to sell Liverpool our market will nat- 
urally decline, but the decline has been so sharp and 
continuous since the ist of December, and the pros- 
pects for a revival ef cotton industries in Europe have 
80 much improved that it seems advisable to allow 
others to seek for the remaining profit on the short 
side of cotton, Our correspondents in Galveston state 
that the rains of yesterday appear to have been con- 
fined to an area in the wake of a cyclonic disturbance, 
and the observes in Galveston says that there has been 
no rain, and are no indications ofrain today, Receipts 
at New-Orleans tomorrow will be 3,600 bales, against 
2,100 last week and 4,300 last year.

Features of the Speculative Movement is 
Grain and Provisions. 

CHICAGO, April 135— Compared with yesterday’s 
closing price May wheat is 6c and July xc lower. 
This is nearly the fuside price reached today. The 
market was stagnant at the close, but could hardly be 
called steady. Wheat opened yc under last night’s fig- 
ures for May, with the market in suspense and ready 
to respond to the least manipulation. The crowd was 
expectant and eager, and with the clanging of the big 
bell the men jumped to work, and in a short time there 
wasaliyelysiump. The bottom fell from non-support, 
and away went the tailers who bought fives last even- 
ing with the expectation of a bull market this morn- 
ing. They dropped their offerings like hot potatoes, 
and the sag was still further assisted by a decided lack 
of support. Aside fom manipulation the reported 
large bank failure in Australia affected the market to 
some extent, and possibly there may be an impression 
that the crop damage was exaggérated. 

In corn there was not much support to values at the 
start, the crowd being inclined to sell, influenced some 
by the bright weather, and when they heard wheat was 
selling off, increased their. offerings, resulting in a de- 
cline of gc. Later, on buying by a few of the larger 
concerns, either on orders or to cover shorts, the price 
sold up to opening prices, reacted },0 again and closed 
with a full %c loss. A small lot of No. 3 was worked 
for direct export to Liverpool at 2'4c under May, The 
crowd seems to be waiting for a demand for the large 
stock of cash here, and until such time comes do not 
look for a great deal of improvement in values, and 
consequently are reluctant about purchasing. 

The market for oate at the opening was steady, but 
later prices receded %@o, the near futures being the 
weakest. A rally of 4@c followed, but did not hold, 
and prices again receded '4@‘sc, and the close was 
easy at about inside figures with a loss of \@%c. 

Offerings of provisions were not very large, while a 
good miscellaneous demand prevailed, The supply of 
hogs was fairly liberal with prices well maintained. 
Domestic markets were generally stronger, and Liver- 
pool advices indicated a firm feeling for bacon, while 
lard was quoted 6d higher. Receipts of products were 
light and shipments fair. The reported light stocks in 
the west had some influence in strengthening the mar- 
ket generally. Trading was chiefly on local account. 
The market closed steady at about medium figures 
with 30c imaprovement in pork. Lard gained 10c for 
May and July, but is unchanged for September, Ribs 
are from 5@7}sc higher than on the day before.

CONVENES? 


of Insanity Be Filed, or Will That 
Be Her Deiense as an Argument? 


Will the plea of insanity be filed by the 
attorneys for Julia Force in the approaching 
trial before Judge Richard Clark? 

Or will the lawyers simply make it her 
defense on the trial of the case, that she 
was insane at the time the offense was com- 
mitted and in that way secure a verdict of 
not guilty? 

If the plea of insanity ie filed it will 
merely have the effect of claiming that she 
is insane at the time of the trial, and the 
fight will be made on that issue. If the 
plea is sustained, the defendant will be 
committed to the’ asylum, and as soon as- 
she recovers from her afiliction she can 
then be tried before a jury on the issue of 
her guilt. 

On the contrary, if her lawyers decide to 
submit the case to the jury, and to try it 
on the general issue, which will bring up 
the entire merits, they can make the argu- 
ment that she was not responsible for her 
act at the time the deed was committed, 
and if they eucceed in making out their case, 
the jury will be authorized to bring in a ver- 
dict of acquittal. 

The. distinction between these two alterna- 
tives is a neat one, the plea of insanity de 
claring her to be of unsound mind at the 
time of the trial, and the defense of insanity 
declaring her to be of unsound mind at the 
time of the act.. The first disposes of the 
case for the time being only, while the sec- 
ond disposes of it for good. 

' The action of the grand jury totally ig- 
nores the procéedings in the court of ordina- 
ry, by which the defendant was declared to 
be insane. While quite a number of lawyers 
are strongly of the opinion that the judg- 
ment of the ordinary was final in the mat- 
ter, it is likely that no interference will be 
made with-the direction given to the case 
by the grand jury. It is, therefore, safe to 
assume that the case will be tried_at the 
BS time before his honor, Judge Richard 

. Clark, the judge presiding in the criminal 
ay swe court of this county. 

These inquiries are pertinent in view of 
the fact that the grand jury is now in ses- 
sion, and the criminal. branch of the supe- 
rior court will convene next Monday morn- 


ing. | 
Two indictments have been found against 
Julia Force, charging her with the murder 
of her two sisters. These will constitute the 
warrant for the prosecution in the superior 
court, the same having been duly author- 
ized by a majority of the grand jury. 
Colonel John L. Hardeman, the principal 
attorney for Miss Force, resides in Macon, 


-and his action in the case, is therefore, at 


the present time, a matter of conjecture. 
He will probably be in the city in a few days 
and his plans will be definitely known, 

It is understood that the members of the 
family are anxious for the case to be tried 
on its merits. They believe that a jury in the 
superior court will coincide with the finding 
of the jury in the court of ordinary, in de- 
ciding that Miss Force was insane at the 
time the offense was committed. 

As things are rapidly nearing a crisis the 
outcome will be awaited with considerable 
interest.
